COLLINS SENTENCED 


TO DEATH ON CHAIR. 


Clarence R. Collins, of Gettysburg, 
confessed murderer convicted in Jan­ 
uary. was sentenced to death in the 
electric chair by Judge McPherson in 
the Adams County Court 011 Monday 
for the murder of George Bushman, 
also of Gettysburg, which occurred 
near Idaville 011 October lGtli, 011 the 
road 
between 
Gettysburg 
and 
Mt. 
Holly Springs. 
George J. Fenner, a t­ 
torney for Collins, at once gave for­ 
mal notice that lit* will appeal the ease 
to the Supreme court. 


Collins was brought into the crowd- 
ed court shortly after noon and was 
called for sentence at the opening by 
Judge 
McPherson. 
In 
pronouncing 
sentence the judge followed out the 
usual procedure and stated that the 
prisoner was to di“ in the electric 
chair. 
Before pronouncing sentenc * 
the court asked Collins whether or not 
he had any statement to make. 


“I have nothing to say.“ he m ur­ 
mured in an undertone that could 
scarcely be hoard. 


Judge McPherson Monday morning 
refused a new trial to Collins.

Statistics 


Alarmed by the loss of man power caused by tuberculosis during the 


fwar, Uncle Sara is polishing up the il. D., which is among the many letters 
that follow his name, and preparing to take a leading part in the national 
[program for the prevention of the 


Final tabulation of the draft reject slips, recently completed, reveals: 


[Sixty-two thousand men were rejected when called for service in the na- 
tional army because medical examination showed they had tuberculosis. 


Another 20,000 men were discharged at army camps for the same rea- 


son. 


Six thousand, still in porvice, are now being cared for in the army's 


Special tuberculosis hospitals. 


As these figures show, the government, at a time of a great national 


emergency, was robbed of the services of approximately enough men for five 
ftrmy divisions by the ravages of this one disease. But this is not all, for, 
although progress has been made in the control of the disease during the last 
ten years, it still is the cause of 150,000 deaths annually in this country, 
and as scientific investigation has shown, for every death from the disease 
there are eight aeliv e cases. 


Thifa indicates that at the present time there are in the United States 


at least 1,200,000 active cases of the white plague. 


At the annual meeting of the National Tuberculosis association in 


Atlantic Citv a <=hort time ago public health authorities outlined a co-ordi- 
nate national plan of battle against the disease. One icsult of this, it is 
expected, will be the creation of a division of tuberculosis in the United 
States public health service. 


Already, as the government's first stop in protecting the nation's 


health during the reconstruction era, the United States public health serv- 


been authorized to provide free hospital care for soldiers and sailors 


suffering from tuberculosis, honorably discharged on or after Oct. 6, 1917. 
These patients will be treated in government .sanitariums. 


The even graver problem of caring for the 62,000 sufferers "who were 


turned back into civil life by the draft boards has been assumed by the Na- 
tional Tuberculosis association m co-operation with the surgeon general's 
office, through 1,500 societies "which are affiliated with the national associa- 
tion, and some 600 sanitariums and 500 dispensaries arc already available 
for the work. 


The situation is so Renews, however, that the national program calls 


for hospital and sanitarium provision in every state in the Union that will 
provide, as a minimum, at least two beds for every annual death, as well a« 
dispensary and clinic care so that every man, woman and child in the state 
•who has tuberculosis, or tlmik-s he lias it, or who may have been exposed to 
it m any vv ay, can secure free advice and treatment or treatment at moder- 
ate expense. 


Poison Root, the Wheat of 


Barbados, Is Turned Into a 


Wholesome, Nourishing Flour 


The cassora root, or manioc, is the 


wheat of Bmbados. Bi fore it conies 
to be eaten, it .suffers a strange con- 
version; for, being an absolute poison 
when It Is gathered, the natives sub- 
mit It to a process by which It Is 
trans-substantiated 
Into 
wholesome 


and nourishing flour. The outside of 
the root is washed dean and it is 
then held against a wheel, turned 
around with the foot, the broad sur- 
face of which is made rough like n 
large grate. 
The grated root falls 


down in a large trough, appointed as 
receiver for the purpose. 


The thus obtained powder, or pulp, 


is a rank poison, but it Is now put 
into a strong piece of canvas and 
pressed hard until all juice is squeezed 
out. 
This 
dried 
poultice Is 
then 


spread upon a cloth to be yet more 
dried in the sun, until It is ready for 
use. 
The dough, or "pone," as the na- 


tives call it, is then put in a kind of 
pan standing on throe legs, and about 
six Inches high. 
This pan is about 


20 inches in diameter and slightly 
hollowed in the middle. 
It is half an 


inch thick at the edge, but thicker to- 
ward the middle. 
When the pan is 


getting hot, the dough is spread out 
on it and the n'lth e-> keep pushing it 
down with their hands. 
Tins ib to 


make it stick together, it being nearly 
dry. 
They then tuin it round and 


round with a land of battledore until 
it is done. 
The cakes thus produced 


aro about us thick as pancakes.

Experimental shipments by the bu­ 
reau of markets, United States depart­ 
ment of agriculture, indicate that well- 
made butter, thoroughly chilled before 
shipping and packed in suitable con­ 
tainers, may be marketed satisfactorily 
by parcel post when extreme high tem­ 
peratures are not encountered. 


Although many of the experimental 
shipments Were made during the heat 
of summer, only 14 of the 454 ship­ 
ments, or 3.1 per cent, were received 
in an unsatisfactory condition. These 
results are attributed to care in prop­ 
erly packing the butter in suitable ship­ 
ping containers, and to the pre-cooling 
or thorough hardening of butter at the 
creameries before shipment. The dis­ 
tances- traveled by the butter ranged 
from 187 to 536 miles and the hours 
in transit from 18 to 60. 
Shipments 
I were made in all months of the year. 
Condition of Butter Important. 


As parcel post shipments of butter 
are likely especially during the sum­ 
mer to be subjected to conditions which 
may cause deterioration and injure the 
quality of the butter, it is highly de 
sirable that every possible precaution 
be taken before shipment. Particular­ 
ly is this true of farm-made butter, be­ 
cause conditions affecting its quality 
and condition usually cannot be con­ 
trolled as easily on farms as in cream 
eiies. 
However, 
farm-mado butter 
should bo marketed just as satisfac­ 
torily as creamery-made butter when 
it is properly made find properly pre­ 
pared for shipment. 


It is necessary to maintain proper 
conditions in the care of tho milk and 
cream and the making of butter if a 
marketable product is to be produced. 
Too much importance cannot be given 
to tho maintaining of clean condi­ 
tions in the stable and in other places 
where the milk, cream, or butter are 
produced or kept, for they absorb odors 
and spoil very quickly. It Is important, 
too, that these products be kept in a 
cool place. High temperatures should 
always be avoided, as heated cream or 
butter produces a soft, oily condition 
in the £ lished product which is unde­ 
sirable, 
In manufacturing butter on 
tho farm or in a factory the buttermilk 
must be removed and washed out, and 
the proper amount of salt must be in­ 
corporated evenly. 
For tho satisfac­ 
tion of customers it is important that a 
good nnd uniform quality of butter be 
produced. 


Preparation for Parcel Post. 


The methods used in preparing but­ 
ter iuv parcel post shipping depend 
largely upon the loc * conditions and 
the stylo of package used. To insure 
delivery in tho best possible condition, 
butter, after being packed or printed 
and placed in cartons, should be chilled 
or hardened thoroughly before it is 
shipped. 


One of the most satisfactory ways of 
preparing butter for shipment is in the 
form of regular one-pound prints, The 
standard print measures 2%x2^x4% 
Inrhes. A hand butter printer or mold 
should be used in forming the prints. 


Each pound print should be neatly 
wrapped in regular butter parchment 
or paper, A second thickness of such 
paper has been found to add materially 
to the carrying possibility of the but­ 


ter. Waxed paper may be used for the 
second wrapping. As a further protec­ 
tion to the print, it should be placed 
in heavy manila paraillned cartons, 
which may be obtained from folding 
paper box companies for about one- 
half cent each when unprinted or at a 
slightly additional cost when printed as 
a stock carton or with a special private 
brand. 


Shipping Containers for Butter* 
Corrugated fiber board shipping con­ 
tainers of various sizes may be obtain­ 
ed for shipping butter. 


These boxes or containers practically 
insulate the butter and furnish much 
protection o gainst heat. Further pro­ 
tection may be obtained by wrrapping 
the container in stout wrapping paper. 
The whole should be tied securely with 
a strong cord. 


Some persons ship butter by parcel 
post in improvised or “home-made11 con­ 
tainers. Clean, discarded, corrugated 
paper-board cartons are obtained from 
tho grocer or other merchant at small 
cost or frequently without cost. It Is 
possible to cut a piece of paper board 
in such shape and size that when it is 
folded it will form a satisfactory car­ 
ton. 


The subject is discussed in detail 
in Farmers’ Bulletin 930, “Marketing 
Butter and Cheese by Parcel Post,*’ 
available for free distribution by the 
United States department of agricul­ 
ture, and suggestions regarding parcel 
post business methods are contained in 
the department's free bulletin No. 922, 
“Parcel Post Business Methods.’'

tory recipe. 


Suet Pudding— Take one cupful each 
of molasses, sour milk and chopped 
suet. Add three and one-half cupfuls of 
flour, one cupful of chopped dried 
fruit, two eggs, well-bea*ten, and such 
spices as one likes. 
Add one tea­ 
spoonful, of soda and steam two hours. 
Serve with: 


Foam Sauce— Beat the whites of 
one or two eggs to a stiff froth, add 
one cupful of sugar and then the yolks 
well-beaten, a pinch of salt, one-half 
teaspoonful of vanilla. 
Pour into the 
pitcher from which it is to be served 
and just before it goes to (he table 
add one-half cupful of boiling milk. 


Prune Pudding.— Soak a pound of 
choice prunes over night, then mince 
fine and add one pint of bread crumbs, 
one-half a cupful of sweetfat, one cup­ 
ful of sugar, three eggs, one-fourth ot 
a cupful of molasses, half a teaspoon­ 
ful of cloves, one teaspoonful of cin­ 
namon and one-lialf teaspoonful of 
soda dissolved in a tablespoonful of 
milk. Steam three hours. Serve with 
any favorite sauce. 


Pork Pudding.—Take one cupful of 
fat salt pork, chopped fine, one cup­ 
ful of chopped raisins, two cupfuls of 
honey, three and one-half cupfuls of 
sifted flour, one and one-half cupfuls 
of sour milk, one. teaspoonful of soda, 
one teaspoonful of cinnamon and one- 
half teaspoonful of cloves.

beat 
well 
and 
steam 
four hours, 
tferve with a rich fruit sauce.

ble to proporly named beneficiaries of ser 
vice men who may not be actually do 
pendent upon the insured men, On the 
other hand, compensation is separate and 
apart from insurance and takes tho place 
of the pensions provided under the old 
pension system. 
It is payable only to a 
wife, child, dependent mother or depend­ 
ent father of a man who is disabled or 
dies as a result of injuries suffered or die 
ease contracted in the line of duty, while j 
employed in active service.

No army in the world war had a 


harder fight against the smooth-work- 
ing, far-reaching Teuton espionage sys- 
tem than did Geneial IVrslunm's war- 
riors. 
The Germans concentrated n 


large number of s-pies against 
the 


Americans immediately after the first 
Yankee contingents landed in France 
and kept augmenting tlu»r numbers. 
The American army "as made the ob- 
ject of the spy offcnsi%e because the 
Germans recognizi-d that, if the war 
continued until the summer of 1918 
and then lapped o-ver into 1919 it was 
the American army that would figure 
largely in allied operations. 
They 


wanted to find out what kind of an 
army Pershing had, what the morale 
of the individual soldiers was, what the 
staffs were planning and what disposi- 
tion was being made of American 
troops behind the western battle front. 


Hard to Keep Secrets. 


In spite of all precautions and .in 


spite of centre-espionage forces, Ger- 
man iigents undoubtedly collected a 
large amount of valuable information 
behind the American lines to supple- 
ment other odds and ends they bad 
picked up from American prisoners, 
from the reports of their land and air 
observers and from other sources. 


Officers tried hard to keep the Boche 


from learning that one American tinit 
had been remo'x ed from the line and 
supplemented by another. That was 
information that the German intelli- 
gence officers wanted for their "order 
of battle" map's, by which they kept 
track of the exact disposition of all 
enemy troops in the line and reserve. 


Elsie Janis Adopts 


Boy Who Fought in War 


New York.—Elsie Janis signed 


papers which make her the fos- 
ter mother of Michael Cardi, 
fourteen, an Iialmn orphan vet- 
eran of the war, who landed here 
as a stowaway on the transport 
Madonna from Marseilles six 
weeks ago. Miss Janis put up a 
bond of $5,000 to insure that Mi- 
chael will not be a public charge 
and the lad is now at her home 
in Tnrrjtown.

Work Should Not Be Undertaken Solely 


in Order to Provide the Work 


By WILLIAM B. WILSON, Secretary of Labor 


We are short in our normal supply of labor some- 


where between three million and five million workers; 
so if we could engage in our prewar activities on a post- 
war basis immedaately there would be a shortage of 
the supply of labor. But we are not in a position to do 
that. 


How are we going to provide employment; how 


are we going to create a reservoir that will take up the 
surplus labor during the period of demobilization and 
keep it busily employed ? And there is great necessity 
for our people being busily employed during that 


periodTihich'wiil be one of the most critical in the history of our nation. 


Now during the past two or three years our public improvements have 


lagged. 
Our federal government has not engaged in the usual public 


improvements: neither have the state governments nor the municipalities. 
There were two reasons for that; the shortage of workmen and the 
inability to properly finance, because of the control that the federal gov- 
ernment had to have over finances in order to make sure that its own 
financial situation would be secure. Both of those conditions have changed, 
and there is now a surplus of labor, and the federal government has 
released control of the finances so that credits are now available. 


To me the one great method of forming a reservoir for buffer em- 


ployment is to have the federal government engage in its normal improve- 
ment activities, and to have every state and municipal government do 
likewise. 


I would not ask that work be undertaken solely for the purpose of 


providing work. To place men at work on any job, where the results from 
it are not needed, is just so much waste of time and energy and man 
power. But there is a tremendous amount of work, a tremendous amount 
of improvement that is needed; and so that the minds of our workers will 
not be fertile fields for the propagation of false philosophy it is our duty 
to see to it that these activities are now engaged in to the fullest extent.

The road to wise reconstruction is well marked. The first guide post 


eays, "Faith in Business." The next one reads, "Employment for 
All." 


And the third one is, ''Gradual Beadjustmcnt." 


Faith in the future business of this nation is justified. All the ele- 


ments which make for prosperity are present. Chief among these is the 
financial situation. We are on a sound basis. Our credit system is more 
highly organized, and it has vindicated itself under the severe strain of 


•war. 


Of course money is only one of the requisites of business. Equally 


important is a steady consuming market. This nation in itself is the best 
consuming market in the world. Our one hundred millions of people are 
free spenders and their aggregate buying power is greater than exists in 
any other nation under the sun. 


But the home market is not our only market. Partly as a result of 


the war we have developed the facilities for entering into world .commerce 
to a degree impossible a few years ago. We now have or shortly will pos- 
sess merchant ships that will carry our products to the far corners of the 
earth and American ingenuity and enterprise, if given rein, will find mar- 
kets for Yankee-made goods wherever there is money to pay the price. 


Employment for all is essential. We must enable our returned sol- 


diers to be productive and prosperous. 
It is not sufficient to give 


them jobs which furnish an excuse for wages. Wliat they will prefer and 
what the nation would give them is work which will add new wealth to 
the world's store. Our government possesses millions of acres of arable 
land. It has millions more that can be reclaimed and made arable. I 
advocate the opening up of this government land, its apportionment 
among soldiers who wish to enter into productive work. 


The stimulation of the work o± production will provide much other 


work, and employment is in itself a panacea for most national ills. There 
has never been a time when an abundance of work was not accompanied 
by prosperity. 


A display of patriotism, forbearance and common sense on the part of 


both capital and labor will enable us to go through the readjustment 
period with such success that we will get back on the highway of human 
progress without delay or accident.

To Prevent Beriberi. 


Two thousand physicians assembled 


at the Imperial university in Kyoto 
recently to hear Dr. Shimasono lec- 
ture on beriberi, the cause of which is 
much disputed among medical author- 
ities. 
The disease is not contagious, 


and its chief cause is eating pure rice, 
although the doctor disbehe\es the 
theory that rice ever causes blood poi- 
soning. 


The speaker said that if rice is 


taken into the body along with other 
foods there is less danger of beriberi. 
He cited the cases of prisoners, fac- 
tory hands, Buddhist monks and oth- 
ers, who ato much wheat mixed with 
rice. 
Buddhist monks eat ten or 


twenty times as much other food as 
rice, and rarely suffer from the dis- 
ease. 
Among the factory hands of 


the Kejiho iron foundry of the Mit- 
subishi company 450 of the 2,000 Jap- 
anese suffered from beriberi because 
they ate pure rice, while only 9 of 
8,000 Koreans suffered from the dis- 
ease presumably because they ate mil- 
let and beans. 


Doctor Shimasono advised the eat- 


ing of wheat with rice, in the ratio of 
six parts of rice to four parts of wheat. 
This will create a market for the ship- 
ment to Japan or larger quantities of 
wheat from Oregon and Washington. 
—East and West. 


Sufficient Unto Themselves. 


United States marines who have hob- 


nobbed with Filipino headhunters and 
have long been friendly with the Cna- 
morros of Guam, met their Waterloo 
when they tried to establish the en- 
tente cordiale with the Cha-Chas of 
the Virgin islands. 


According to the marines the Cba- 


Chas are "poor mixers." 
They live 


on the west side of the harbor of 
Charlotte-Amalie, decline to mingle or 
intermarry with the negroes, and re- 
sent any outside interference with their 
affairs.

It is estimated thr.t owing to this and 
other war causes, the bee population 
of England has been reduced by 75 
per cent. Last year, in spite of the 
war, England paid nearly 
fourteen 


million dollars for imported 
honey, 


so now the food production depart- 
ment of the government has decided 
to import queen bees from Italy and 
In other ways help to restore the in- 
dustry.

GETTYSBURG CALLED 


“VAST CEMETERY." 


Gettysburg is a vast cemetery ac­ 
cording to J* Annan, traveling sales­ 
man» who has written a diary of a 
business trip from Albany down thru 
Pennsylvania and back again. 
His 
account of the journey appears in this 
week’s issue of the "Outlook/* He 
says of Gettysburg: 


“Yesterday I was in Gettysburg, a 
vast cemetery, with a costly Post Of­ 
fice in the center. 
I was told by a na­ 
tive that it takes longer to get a letter 
now than before, the cl?rk has to walk 
such a distance to get it. 
It is decid­ 
edly out of keeping with the appear­ 
ance of the place or the necessities of 
it. 
But government by all tho people, 
for all the people, means a large pork 
barrel. 


“In the hotel lobby, after dinner, a 
man passed me a card, which read, 
‘Capt. --------- Guide.* 
Ho 
explained 


that he was not really a captain, but 
the boys called him that, so he let it 
go. 
People liked to hear him talk, he 
said, and always gave him cigars, for 
ho could talk better while smoking.

Enemy Learned Valuable Secrets 
No Matter How Carefully 
Guarded. 


i CENTER 
ON 
AMERICANS 


Germans Sent Smoothest Secret Ser­ 
vice Men to Camp on Trail of 
Americans as Soon as They 
Landed. 


Paris.—American newspaper corre­ 
spondents abroad are now permitted 
to relate some of tlio troubles the 
Americans experienced with the great 
German spy system. 


No army in the world war had a 
harder fight against the smooth-work­ 
ing, far-reaching Teuton espionage sys­ 
tem than did General Pershing's war­ 
riors. 
The Germans concentrated a 
large number of spies against the 
Americans immediately afier the first 
Yankee contingents landed in France 
and kept augmenting their numbers. 
The American army was made the ob­ 
ject of the spy offensive because the 
Germnns recognized that, if the war 
continued until the summer of 1918 
and then lapped over into 1010 it was 
the American army that would figure 
largely, in allied operations. 
They 
wanted to find out what kind of an 
array Pershing had» wimt the morale 
of the individual soldiers was, what the 
staffs were planning and what disposi­ 
tion .was being made of American 
troops behind the western battle front. 


Hard to Keep Sccrets. 


In spite of all precautions and .in 
spite of contre-espionage forces, Ger­ 
man agents undoubtedly collected a 
large amount of valuable information 
behind the American "lines to supple­ 
ment other odds and ends they had 
picked up from American prisoners, 
from the reports of their land and air 
observers and from other sources. 


Officers tried hard to keep the Boche 
from learning that one American unit 
had been removed from the lino and 
supplemented by another. 
That was 
information that the German intelli­ 
gence officers wanted for their “order 
of battle” maps, by which they kept 
track of the exact disposition of all 
enemy troops in the line and reserve. 


« ------------------------------------------------------------- :— 


One night elements of the Seventy- 
seventh division, from New York city, 
slipped quietly into line in the Bacca* 
rat sector, relieving other units of the 
Forty-second division, which entrained 
for the west to help repel lllndenburg’s 
last groat offensive. There was every 
need for secrecy* 
But when men of 
the Seventy-seventh peered across "no 
man’s land” at daybreak they saw 
hoisted from the German trenches this 
sign, printed in English: 


“Good-by, 
Forty-second 
division I 
Welcome, Seventy-seventh I” 


There wore other instances of the 
same kind; but the thing was not all 
one-sided. Often the Americans knew 
that Ileinie was slipping In a new out­ 
fit, the number of the outfit and just 
what kind of stuff its men were made 
of, and they made important use of 
that information. 


Much Trouble in Alsace. 
American troops that saw service in 
the mountainous Alsace country had 
the greatest difficulties with the spy 
evil. 
Behind 
the 
Franco-American 
lines wore a large number of people 
who were German-born and who re­ 
tained their sympathies for the kaiser. 
The country offered unusually good op­ 
portunities for spies because of its 
hilly, 
wooded 
nature. 
On 
several 
nights, when American troops were en­ 
tering the trenches to relieve other 
units, rockets and colored lights shot 
up from hills behind the American 
front. The German artillery promptly 
responded to this tip by pounding the 
American 
communication 
trenches, 
knowing that they would be crowded 
with men passing forward. 
The hills 
and woods afforded such excellent hid­ 
ing places that it was next to impos-

DANGEROUS WORK 


Yanks Are Clearing Mine Field 
200 Miles Long and 45 
Miles Wide. 


MAKE NORTH SEA SAFE AGAIN 


Task Almost as Dangerous and, From 
Viewpoint of Shipping, as Impor­ 
tant as Hunting Subma­ 
rines, 


London.—Eighty United States navy 
mine sweepers are busy In the North 
sen at a job almost as dangerous and, 
from the viewpoint of shipping, quite 
as important, as limiting submarines. 


They are clearing away the largest 
mine barrage In the world. This bar­ 
rage, nearly 80 per cent American- 
made and 
American-laid mines, Is 
ubout 200 miles long and 45 miles 
wide. 
It closes the North sea from 
Scotland to Norway. 


The task has already resulted In

a casualty toll of four vessels dam­ 
aged, one officer killed 
and 
others 
wounded. 
The U. S. S. Bobolink, the 
first victim, had her stern blown in 
by an exploding mine. 
Lieutenant 
Bruce was killed. 
Several other offi­ 
cers and men, knocked overboard, were 
rescued. 
The U. S. S. Patuxent wras 
badly damaged about the stern and the 
U. S. S. Hail slightly damaged. 
All 
were of about 1,000 tons. The fourth 
was a smaller boat. 


Thus far the fleet has covered an 
area containing 4,000 mines. Of these 
45 per cent have been accounted for. 
Where the remaining G5 per cent are 
nobody knows. 
Captain Sexton esti­ 
mated the mine hunt would keep the 
sweepers busy until October or No­ 
vember. 
It involves a personnel of 
about 2,500. 


When the word wTas first mouthed 
around through the ranks that Ameri­ 
can gobs were going to pick up the 
mines they helped to lay a short timo 
before, the general opinion was that 
it would be one of the most thrilling 
jobs yet. And no one has been disap­ 
pointed. Equipped with maps show­ 
ing approximately where every mine 
was dropped, the flotilla started out 
in twos, each pair dragging a cable be­ 
tween them. 


Mines Sown In Strings. 


* The mines, the map said, were sewn 
in strings. 
All the sweepers had to 
do was to straddle the line, pass from 
one end to the ot,,**r, and the cable, 
between them, would do the rest. 


Of course, the particular mine in 
question wouldn't be the only one to go % 
off. The concussion would always set 
off others immediately adjoining, and 
probably still others adjoining these. 
These two exigencies were provided 
for on the map under the titles “zone 
of extreme danger/’ “zone of possible 
danger," and beyond that “zone of 
safety." In addition, there would be a 
few other mines free-lancing around in 
all three zones, 


The first few days were rather dis­ 
astrous. Captain Sexton and his staff 
in London began to dread opening the 
morning's dispatches. Gradually, with 
Yankee resourcefulness, the Americans 
seemed to be getting on top of the 
job, until now Captain Sexton is con­ 
fident they are going -to clean up the 
assignment with minimum Josses.

Work Should Not Be Undertaken Solely 
in Order to Provide the Work 


By WILLIAM B. WILSON, Secretary of Labor 


Wo are short in our normal supply of labor some­ 
where between three million and five million workers; 
so if we could engage in our prewar activities on a post­ 
war basis immediately there would be a shortage of 
the supply of labor. But we are not in a position to do 
that. 


How are we going to provide employment; how 
are we going to create a reservoir that will take up the 
surplus labor during the period of demobilization and 
keep it busily employed ? And there is great necessity 
for our people being busily employed during that 
period, which will be one of the most critical in the history of our nation. 
Now during the past two or three years out public improvements have 
| lagged. 
Our federal government has not engaged in the usual public 
improvements; neither have the state governments nor the municipalities. 
There were two reasons for that; the shortage of workmen and the 
inability to properly finance, because of the control that the federal gov­ 
ernment had to have over finances in order to make sure that its own 
financial situation would be secure. Both of those conditions have changed, 
and there is now a surplus of labor, and the federal government has 
released control of the finances so that credits are now available. 


To me the one great method of forming a reservoir for buffer em­ 
ployment is to have the federal government engage in its normal improve­ 
ment activities, and to have every state and municipal government do 
likewise. 


I would not ask that work be undertaken solely for the purpose of 
providing work. To place men at work on any job, where the results from 
it are not needed, is just so much waste of time and energy and man 
power. But there is a tremendous amount of work, a tremendous amount 
of improvement that is needed; and so that the minds of our workers will 
not be fertile fields for the propagation of false philosophy it is our duty 
to see to it that these activities are now engaged in to the fullest extent. 


Road to Reconstruction Is Well Marked

The road to wise reconstruction is well marked. The first guide post 
says, “Faith in Business.” The next one reads, “Employment for All.” 
And the third one is, “Gradual Readjustment.” 


Faith in the future business of this nation is justified. All the ele­ 
ments which make for prosperity are present. Chief among these is the 
financial situation. We are on a sound basis. Our credit system is more 
highly organized, and it has vindicated itself under the severe strain of 
war. 


Of course money is only one of the requisites of business. Equally 
important is a steady consuming market. This nation in itself is the best 
consuming market in the world. Our one hundred millions of people are 
free spenders and their aggregate buying power is greater than exists in 
any other nation under the sun. 


But the home market is not our only market. Partly as a result of 
the war we have developed the facilities for entering into world.commerce 
to a degree impossible a few years ago. We now have or shortly will pos­ 
sess merchant “ships that will carry our products to the far corners of the 
earth and American ingenuity and enterprise, if given rein, will find mar­ 
kets for Yankee-made goods "wherever there is money to pay the price. 


Employment for all is essential. We must enable our returned sol­ 
diers to be productive and prosperous. 
It is not sufficient to give 
them jobs which furnish an excuse for wages. What they will prefer and 
what the nation would give them is work which will add new wealth to 
the world’s store. Our government possesses millions of acres of arable 
land. It has millions more that can be reclaimed and made arable. I 
advocate the opening up of this government land, its apportionment 
among soldiers who wish to enter into productive work. 


The stimulation of the work of production will provide much other 
work, and employment is in itself a panacea for most national ills. There 
has never been a time when an abundance of work was not accompanied 
by prosperity. 


A display of patriotism, forbearance and common sense on the part of 
both capital and labor will enable us to go through the readjustment 
period with such success that we will get back on the highway of human 
progress without delay or accident.

To Prevent Beriberi. 


Two thousand physicians assembled 
at the Imperial university in Kyoto 
recently to hear Dr. Shimasono lec­ 
ture on beriberi, the cause of which is 
much disputed among medical author­ 
ities. 
The disease is not contagious, 
and its chief cause is eating pure rice, 
although the doctor disbelieves the 
theory that rice ever causes blood poi­ 
soning. 


The speaker said that if rice is 
taken into the body along with other 
foods there is less danger of beriberL 
He cited the cases of prisoners, fac­ 
tory hands, Buddhist monks and oth­ 
ers, who ate much wheat mixed with 
rice. 
Buddhist monks eat ten or 
twenty times as much other food as 
rice, and rarely suffer from the dis­ 
ease. 
Among the factory hands of 
the Kejiho iron foundry of the Mit­ 
subishi company 450 of the 2,000 Jap­ 
anese suffered from beriberi because 
they ate pure rice, while only 9 of 
8,000 Koreans suffered from the dis­ 
ease presumably because they ate mil­ 
let and beans. 


Doctor Shimasono advised the eat­ 
ing of wheat with rice, in the ratio of 
six parts of rice to four parts of wheat. 
This will create a market for the shijv 
ment to Japan or larger quantities of 
wheat from Oregon and Washington* 
—East and West.

Fly Model Planes With the Wind. 
as regards the flying of a model 
plane, tlie beginner has much to learn, 
writes William Maclean in the Every­ 
day Engineering magazine.

model should be flown Into the wind 
this in reality is not the case; a model 
should always be flown with the wind. 


Another point to remember is that

types of stick models.

have a propeller or tractor screw ottf 
ot proportion, as a screw to scale ia 
not capable of delivering, the neces­ 
sary thrust to fly a model which must 
necessarily 
be 
too 
heavy 
for the 
thrust developed.

capitals at Delhi, or the cheery habit 
of the old Roman emperors of pulling 
down the buildings of their predeces- 
sors in order to build finer ones for 
themselves. 
Twice has Bagdad been 
sacked: in 1258 by the Mongols under 
Hulaku Khan and again in 1400 by 
Tamerlane. It has been besieged many 
times and flooded still more often. 


Such a life would be bound to tell ; 
on the constitution even of a well-built | 
city and Bagdad was not that. It was 
built with inferior building material 
and as often as not with inferior skill, 
and its sufferings have entirely chang- 
ed it during the course of time. 


Few Old Buildings Remain,

Condition of Butter Important. 
As parcel post shipments of butter 
ore likely especially diu-lng the sum- 
mer to be subjected to conditions which 
may cause deterioration and injure the 
quality of the butter, it is highly de- 
sirable that every possible precaution 
be taken before shipment. 
Particular- 
ly Is this true of farm-made butter, be- 
cause conditions affecting its quality 
and condition usually cannot be con- 
trolled as easily on farms as in cream- 
I erles. 
However, 
farm-raado 
butter 
i should bo marketed Just as satlsfac- 
, torlly as creamery-made butter when 
ft Is properly made And properly pre- 
pared for shipment. 
! 
It is necessary to maintain proper 
conditions In the care of tho milk and 
' cream and the making of butter If a 
marketable product Is to be produced. 
Too much importancG cannot be given 
to tho maintaining of 
clean 
condi- 
tions in the stable and in other places 
where the milk, cream, or butter aro 
produced or kept, for they absorb odors 
and spoil very quickly. It Is important, 
too, that these products be kept in a 
cool place. High temperatures should 
always be avoided, as heated cream or 
butter produces a soft, oily condition 
in the £ iJshed product which is unde- 
fairable, 
In manufacturing butter on 
tho farm or in a factory the buttermilk 
must be removed and washed out, and 
the proper amount of salt must be in- 
corporated evenly. 
For the satisfac- 
tion of custonjers It is important that a 
good and uniform quality of butter be 
produced. 


Preparation for Parcel Post. 
. 
The methods used in preparing but- 
ter lov jjurcel post shipping 
dopend 
largely upon tho loo ' conditions and 
the fityJo of package used. To insure 
delivery in tho best possible condition, 
buttei*, after being packed or printed 
and plarud lu cartons, should bo chilled 
or hardened tjioroughly before It is 
shipped. 


One of th(^ most satisfactory ways of 
pri^parlng butter for shipment is in the 
form of regular one-pound prints.

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SPIES OF GERMANY 
BOTHERED YANKEES 


Enemy Learned Valuable Secrets 
No Matter How Carefully 
Guarded. 


CENTER ON AMERICANS 


Germans Sent Smoothest Secret Ser- 
vice Tvlen to Camp on Trail of 
Americans as Soon as They 
Landed, 


Paris,—Amerlcnn ncwspnpor corro- 
spondonts abrnnd nre now pormitted 
to relate some of the troubles the 
Americans expovlonccd with the great 
German spy system. 


No army In the world war liad a 
harder fight against the smooth-work- 
ing, far-reaching Teuton espionage sys- 
tem than did General Pershing's war- 
riors. 
The Germans concentrated a 
large number of spies against 
the 
Americans immediately after the first 
Yankee contingents landed in France 
and kept augmenting their numbers. 
The American army was made the ob- 
ject of the spy offensive because the 
Germans recognized that, if the war 
continued until the summer of 1D18 
and then lapped over into 1910 it was 
the American army that would figure 
largely. In allied 
operations. 
They 
wanted to find out what kind of an 
array Pershing had. what the morale 
of the individual soldiers -was, what the 
staffs were planning and what disposi- 
tion .was being made of 
American 
troops behind the western battle front. 


Hard to Keep SecretE. 


In spite of all precautions »ind .in 
spite of contre-csplonage forces, Ger- 
man agents undoubtedly collected a 
large amount of valuable Information 
behind the American lines to supple- 
ment other odds and ends they had 
picked up from American 
prisoners, 
from the reports of their land and ulr 
observers and from other sources. 


Ofllcers tried hard to keep the Boche 
from learning that one American unit 
had been removed from the lino and 
supplemented by another. 
That was 
information that the German intelli- 
gence ofllcers wanted for their "order 
of battle" maps, by which they kept 
track of the exact disposition of all 
enemy troops in the line and reserve.

Yanks Are Clearing Mine Field 
200 Miles Long and 45 
Miles Wide. 


MAKE NORTH SEA SAFE AGAIN 


Task Almost as Dangerous and, From 
Viewpoint of Shipping, as Impor- 
tant as Hunting 
Subma- 
rines, 


London.—Eighty United States navy 
mine sweepers are busy in the North 
sea at a Job almost as dangerous and, 
from the viewpoint of shipping, quite 
as Important, as hunting submarines. 


They are clearing away the largest 
mine barrage in the world. 
This bar- 
rage. nearly 80 per cent American- 
made 
and 
American-laid 
mines, 
is 
about 200 miles long and 45 miles 
wide. 
It closes the North sea from 
Scotland to Norway. 


The task has already resulted in

rescued.

Work Should Not Be Undertaken I 
in Order to Provide the Work 


By WILLIAM B. WILSON, Secretary of Labor 


We are short in our normal supply of labor some- 
•where between three million and five million workers; 
so if we could engage in our prewar activities on a post- 
war basis immediately there would be a shortage of 
the supply of labor. But w^e are not in a position to do 
that. 


How are we going to provide employment; how 
are we going to crcate a reservoir that will take up the 
surplus labor during the period of demobilization and 
keep it busily employed ? And there is great necessity 
for our people being busily employed during that 


perio^whu'h'wiil be one of the most critical in the history of our nation. 


Now during the past two or three years our public improvements have 
' lagged. 
Our federal government has not engaged in the usual public 
improvements; neither have the state governments nor the municipalities. 
There were t^vo reasons for that; the shortage of workmen and the 
inability to properly finance, because of the control that the federal gov- 
ernment had to have over finances in order to make sure that its own 
financial situation would be secure. Both of those conditions have changed, 
and there is now a surplus of labor, and -the federal government has 
released control of the finances so that credits are now available. 


To me the one great method of forming a reservoir for buffer em- 
ployment is to have the federal government engage in its normal improve- 
ment activities, and to have every state and municipal government do 
likewise. 


I would not ask that work be undertaken solely for the purpose of 
providing work. To place men at work on any job, where the results from 
it are not needed, is just so much waste of time and energy and man 
power. But there is a tremendous amount of work, a tremendous amount 
of improvement that is needed; and so that the minds of our workers will 
not be fertile fields for the propagation of false philosophy it is our duty 
to see to it that these activities are now engaged in to the fullest extent. 


Road to Reconstruction Is Well Marked 
by Three Reliable Guide Posts 


By J- OGDEN ARMOUR, Chicago Packer 


The road to wise reconstruction is well marked. The first guide post 
says, "Faith in Business.'^ ' The next one reads, "Employment for All." 
And the third one is, "Gradual Readjustment." 


Faith in the future business of this nation is justified. All the ele- 
ments which make for prosperity are present. Chief among these is the 
financial situation. We are on a soimd basis. Our credit system is more 
highly organized, and it has vindicated itself under the severe strain of 
war. 


Of course money is only one of the requisites of business. 
Equally 
important is a steady consuming market. This nation in itself is the best 
consuming market in the world. Our one hundred millions of people are 
free spenders and their aggregate buying power is greater than exists in 
any other nation under the sun. 


But the home market is not our only market. Partly as a result of 
the war we have developed the facilities for entering into world .commerce 
to a degree impossible a few years ago. We now have or shortly will pos- 
sess merchant "ships that will carry our products to the far corners of the 
earth and American ingenuity and enterprise, if given rein, will find mar- 
kets for Yankee-made goods wherever there is money to pay the price. 


Employment for all is essential. We must enable our returned sol- 
diers to be productive and prosperous. 
It is not sufficient to give 
them jobs which furnish an excuse for wages. What they will prefer and 
what the nation would give them is work which will add new wealth to 
the world's store. 
Our government possesses millions of acres of arable 
land. It has millions more that can be reclaimed and made arable. 
I 
advocate the opening up of this government land, its apportionment 
among soldiers who wish to enter into productive work. 


The stimulation of the work of production will provide much other 
work, and employment is in itself a panacea for most national ills. There 
has never been a time when an abundance of work was not accompanied 
by prosperity. 


A display of patriotism, forbearance and common sense on the part of 
both capital and labor will enable us to go through the readjustment 
period with such success that we will get back on the highway of human 
progress wathout delay or accident.

To Prevent Beriberi, 


Two thousand physicians assembled 
at the Imperial university In Kyoto 
recently to hear Dr. Shlmasono lec- 
ture on beriberi, the cause of which Is 
much disputed among medical author- 
ities. 
The disease is not contagious, 
and its chief cause Is eating pure rice, 
although 
the doctor disbelieves 
the 
theory that rice ever causes blood poi- 
soning. 


The speaker said that If rice is 
taken into the body along with other 
foods there Is less danger of beriberL 
He cited the cases of prisoners, fac- 
tory hands, Buddhist monks and oth- 
ers, who ate much wheat mixed with 
rice. 
Buddhist 
monks eat ten 
or 
twenty times as much other food as 
rice, and rarely suffer from the dis- 
ease, 
Among the factory hands of 
the Kejiho iron foundry of tlie Mit- 
subishi company 450 of the 2,000 Jap- 
anese suffered from beriberi because 
they ate pure rice, while only 9 of 
B.OOO Koreans suffered from the dis- 
ease presumably because they ate mil- 
let and beans. 


Doctor Shlmasono advised the eat- 
ing of wheat with rice, in the ratio of 
six parts of rice to four parts of wheat. 
This will create a market for the ship- 
ment to Japan or larger quantities of 
wheat from Oregon and Washington, 
—East and West. 


Sufficient Unto Themselves. 


United States marines who have hob- 
nobbed with Filipino headhuntei'S and 
have long beeu friendly with the Cha- 
morros of Guam, met their Waterloo 
when they tried to establish the en- 
tente cordlale with the Cha-Chas of 
the Virgin islands.

For a liquid diot all cereals 
are prepared in tho same way, using 
two to thrqo tablespoonfuls to a quart 
of walor. 
Cook for sovenil hours in 
a double- boiler and strain before serv- 
ing. 
A thick cereal is cooked as for 
breakfast food, but cooketl 
a 
long 
timo. 


Chicken Broth,—A good broth may 
be prepared from the nook, wing tips 
and foot of a chicken. 
Scald tho foot, 
removing the skin and nails. 
Cover 
with cold water adding celery and lot 
it simmer gently ior two hours. 
Sea- 
son and strain. 


Mutton 
Broth.—Cut one pound of 
tho neck of mutton in small piocos. 
Cover with cold water and 
simmer 
gontly for several hours. 
Season and 
strain through a cheesecloth. 
Add a 
tablospoonfu)'of boilod rice or barley 
at serving ^imo. 
This adds to* tho 
n(nirifihmopt.

Fly Model Planes With the Wind. 
^s regards the Hying of a model 
pliine. the beginner has mucJi to learn, 
writes William Maclean In the Every- 
dny Engineering magazine. 
It >should 
always be remembered that wliile It 
occurs to the average person that a 
model sliould be flown into the wind 
this in reality is not the case; a model 
should always be flown with the wind. 


Another point to remember is that 
a scale or reproduction 
model 
can 
never be a long distance flyer as are 
types of stick models. 
Further, a re- 
production 
model 
must 
necessarily 
have a propeller or tractor screw oiit 
oi proportion, as a screw to scale ia 
not capable of delivering, the neces- 
sary thrust to fly a model which must 
necessarily 
be 
too 
heavy 
th< 


thrust developed. 


In the homes where it Is necossaiy 
use economy (and that means 80 
to 90 per cent of our 
people) the using of left, 
overs wisely and accept- 
ably is usually a daily 
problem.

Why not use the 
same method in combining foods, by 
putting a little originality into the 
seasonings, and make a new dish wel- 
come? 


V/e have favorite foods as we have 
favorite friends, yet it Is not possible 
nor wise for us to* always be served 
with the foods we like best or asso- 
ciate with people always agreeable. 


Daintiness should be the kej^note In 
the serving of the .summer meal, as at- 
tractive dishes sharpen the ajjpetite. 


By following the advice of Horace 
Fletclier and cliewing the food three 
times» as long as usual, the appetite 3s 
satisfied with a smaller amount of 
food and the body ha.s less >vaste to 
throw off, thus saving wear on the 
human machinery. 
"Eat less, work 
more, worry Jess, walk more," Is a 
good motto for the whole year as well 
Kis for hot weather. 


The appetite flags during the hot>j 
weather, making it necessary to givo 


attention to foods 
that are cooling as 
well as nourishing. 
This

time to cut down 
meats, serving an 
o m e l e t 
or cro- 
q u e t t e s with a

sauce. 
A 
small amount of meat may be used in 
preparing the croquettes or they may 
he made entirely of vegetables. 


Cold fruit îîoups, fruit salads and 
fruit cocktails are especlully satisfy- 
fying on a hot day. 
Iced drinks of 
various kinds are always welcome. For 
a luncheon or supper, sandwiches with 
any desired fllling, sliced Càiid roast 
beef, olives and 
radishes or sma/l 
onions well chilled, a dish of Ice cream 
or a sherbet and a cake will make a 
satisfying meal for anyone. 
Vegetable 
soup, crackers, omelet creamed pota- 
toes with peas, tonmto sahid. sponge 
cake with a custard and a small cup of 
coffee is a good menu for dinner. 


Rhubarb 
Pudding.—Spread 
bread 
with butter and cover with a layer of 
cut rhubarb; sprinkle with sugar and 
repeat until there is enough for each 
to be served. 
Add a Uttle water and 
bake until the rhubarj) is well cooked. 
Cherries or other acid fruit may be 
used in place of the rhubarb. 
Sponge 
cake with sweet berries may be treat- 
ed in the same way, making a most 
wholesome deissert that you need not 
fear to give to the children. 


Rich desserts and sauce,s fat and 
highly seasoned meats, should be left 
out of the menus during hot weather. 


A supper di.'ih that is economical 
and wholesome can be prepured from 
a cupful of cooked ricü with three or 
four eggs. 
Put the rice with a Uttle 
milk Into a saucepan, add the eggs, 
stirring them into the mixture. 
Cook 
sloM'ly, add n bit of butter, salt and 
pepper and serve hot in place of scram- 
bled eggs. This will save tliree dv four 
eggs, which, .without the rice, would 
be needed to make the dish ^'go round" 
in a family of five.
